Youth  shun  Islam 


NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP  and  local  reports)  —  Constant  vio¬ 
lence  in  die  name  of  Islam  may  be  tunjmg  Iraqi  youth  against 
Islamic  extremists,  some  observers  in  the  country  believe. 
Interviews  with  40  young  people  in  five  Iraqi  cities  over  the 
course  of  two  months  revealed  anecdotal  evidence  that 
young  people  blame  Muslim  clerics  for  ongoing  violence  and 
rules  that  limit  their  freedom  in  everyday  life.  "I  hate  Islam 
and  all  the  clerics  because  they  limit  our  freedom  every  day 
and  their  instruction  became  heavy  over  us,"  a  high  school 
student  in  Basra  said,  according  to  The  New  York  Times. 
"Most  of  the  girls  in  my  high  school  hate  that  Islamic  people 
control  the  authority  because  they  don't  deserve  to  be 
rulers."  Under  strict  Islamic  law,  young  people  caught  smok¬ 
ing  have  had  their  fingers  broken  and  young  people  with 
long  hair  have  had  it  cut  and  force-fed  to  them.  The  Times 
reported.  University  professors  reportedly  are  having  diffi¬ 
culty  recruiting  students  for  religion  classes,  and  attendance 
at  weekly  prayers  appears  to  be  down  in  some  areas.  "When 
they  behead  someone,  they  say ' Allahu  akbar'  [God  is  great), 
they  read  Koranic  verse,"  a  moderate  Shiite  sheik  from 
Baghdad  said.  "The  young  people,  they  think  that  is  Islam,  so 
Islam  is  a  failure,  not  only  in  the  students'  minds,  but  also  in 
the  community."  "I  used  to  love  Osama  bin  Laden,"  a  24- 
year-old  Iraqi  college  student  said.  "Now  I  hate  Islam.  A1 
Qaeda  and  the  Mahdi  Army  are  spreading  hatred.  People  are 
being  killed  for  nothing."  Islamic  terrorists'  constant  violence 
in  Iraq  also  appears  to  be  turning  everyday  people  against 
the  movement  with  neighborhood  residents  reportedly  turn¬ 
ing  in  terrorists  and  advising  the  government  on  the  location 
of  bomb  factories  and  IED  placements.

CLINTON  (Special)  —  White  House  politics, 
virtues  like  sacrifice  and  courage,  plus  an  assort¬ 
ment  of  funny  one-liners  were  all  part  of  former 
U.S.  Senate  Majority  Leader  Bob  Dole's  speech  at 
Mississippi  College  (MC)  on  March  31.

After  more  than  500  guests  watched  the  American 
political  legend  deliver  his  remarks.  Dole  fielded  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  MC  audience.  When  asked  what  71 -year- 
old  Republican  presidential  candidate  John  McCain 
could  do  about  trying  to  resolve  concerns  about  his  age, 
Dole  joked:  "I'll  run  as  his  vice  president." 

The  84-year-old  former  Kansas  senator,  who  served 
with  McCain  for  a  decade  on  Capitol  Hill,  headlined 
MC's  first  spring  scholarship  banquet  -  part  of  MC's 
$65  million  Growing  the  Vision  campaign  for  scholar¬ 
ships,  academic  needs,  and  building  projects. 

Announced  in  fall  2006,  the  MC  campaign  has 
raised  more  than  $60  million.  The  banquet  attracted 
$211,000  in  donations  to  exceed  a  goal  of  $200, 000 

During  his  evening  speech  at  the  B.C.  Rogers 
Student  Center  and  earlier  during  a  press  confer¬ 
ence  at  Alumni  Hall,  Dole  declared  the  presidential 
race  is  "very  winnable"'  for  McCain  when 
November's  general  election  rolls  around.

Still,  McCain  has  solid  support  among  indepen¬ 
dent  voters,  he  said.  Whether  the  candidate  is 
Obama  or  Clinton,  Dole  is  sure  McCain  will  defeat 
either  one  in  Mississippi  in  November. 

Dole's  support  of  goes  back  generations.  Dole 
recalled  he  wore  his  bracelet  when  McCain  was  "a 
guest  at  the  Hanoi  Hilton,"  referring  to  his  five-plus 
years  as  a  prisoner  of  war  in  North  Vietnam. 

A  tireless  advocate  for  millions  of  American  military 
veterans  for  years.  Dole  is  familiar  with  the  traumas 
and  sacrifices  of  war.  Twice  decorated  for  heroism  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  U,  Dole  has  stayed  active  in  recent  years 
as  chairman  of  the  National  World  War  II  Memorial. 

He  invited  the  MC  audience  to  visit  the  memorial  in 
Washington  to  witness  thfe  legacy  of  their  sacrifice  for 
freedom.  For  those  who  don't  make  the  trip.  Dole 
encouraged  Mississippians  to  visit  a  hospital  or  nurs- 
inghome  to  thank  a  veteran  for  their  service. 

Part  of  what  journalist  Tom  Brokaw  referred  to  as 
America's  "greatest  generation,"  Dole  emphasized 
that  Americans  don't  need  to  wear  a  uniform  to 
make  sacrifices  or  serve  their  country.

"Somebody  is  always  making  sacrifices,"  Dole  told 
the  crowd  in  Anderson  Hall  as  they  watched  him  on 
stage  and  on  two  giant  video  screens.  It  could  be  the 
sacrifice  of  parents  sending  their  children  to  college  or 
caring  for  a  loved  one  in  need,  he  said. 

Dole's  visit  to  4,600-student  MC  "is  an  honor  for 
us,"  President  Lee  Royce  told  news  reporters  at 
Alumni  Hall.  Royce  referred  to  Dole  "one  of  America's 
leading  statesman,"  who  remains  "as  witty  and  wise 
as  ever." 

During  the  banquet,  Royce  served  in  a  new  capaci¬ 
ty:  as  the  one  who  served  up  the  audience's  questions 
on  a  smorgasbord  of  topics  to  the  guest  speaker. 

Dole  was  asked  what  he  would  have  done  differ¬ 
ently  against  rival  Bill  Clinton  in  the  1996  presidential 
race,  "fa  have  won,"  Dole  responded. 

A  University  of  Kansas  alum  and  basketball  fan,  he 
also  was  asked  to  predict  the  outcome  of  the  NCAA  bas¬ 
ketball  tournament  semifinal  game  between  his  alma 
mater  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Expressing 
mixed  feelings,  he  admitted  his  wife  Elizabeth,  a  North 


Carolina  senator,  is  up  for  re-election. 

Still  registered  to  vote  in  his  native  Kansas,  Dole 
played  it  safe.  "It  will  be  a  tough  game,"  he  said. 
Kansas  defeated  North  Carolina  84-66  and  went  on  to 
win  the  national  championship  by  downing  the 
University  of  Memphis  75-68  in  overtime.

ELDORADO,  Texas  (BP)  -  A 
Southern  Baptist  congregation 
housed  about  80  women  and 
children  April  4-6  after  a  raid  on 
the  Fundamentalist  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
(FLDS)  near  Eldorado,  Texas. 

Members  of  First  Church  in 
Eldorado  embraced  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  minister  in  Chnst's 
name,  pastor  Andy  Anderson 
said:  First  \Chupch-  also  loaned 
the  state  ofreJus  the  use  of  two 
25-seat  church  buses  to  help 
transport  more  than  180  women 
and  children  from  die  1,619- 
acre  polygamist  compound. 

"Our  folks  were  eager  to 
step  in,  and  not  just  our  folks, 
but  the  entire  community," 
Anderson  said.  "We  have 
church  members  who  provid¬ 
ed  a  large  bulk  of  the  money 
needed  [to  buy  food].  We  also 
had  a  huge  outpouring  from 
the  community/ 

In  addition  to  church  help,  the 
pastor  said  a  statewide  grocery 
chain  provided  food,  while 
GoodfeUow  Air  Force  Base  in  San 
Angelo  about  45  miles  north  sent 
nearly  200  cots  to  Eldorado. 

First  Church's  pastor  received 
a  call  the  morning  of  April  4  from 
Schleicher  County  Sheriff  David 
Doran,  alerting  him  that  there 
would  be  a  need  to  transport 
people  from  the  compound  of  the 
sect  that  broke  away  horn  the 
Mormon  Church.  FLDS  leader 
Warren  Jeffs  was  convicted  last 
year  of  two  counts  of  being  an 
accomplice  to  a  rape  for  his  role 
in.  arranging  and  performing  a 
marriage  between  a  male  follow¬ 
er  and  nis  underage  cousin. 


Similar  reports  apparently 
triggered  die  Texas  raid.  The  Salt 
Lake  City  Tribune  reported  April 


6  that  authorities  had  issued  a 
warrant  for  Dale  Barlow,  who  is 
being  investigated  for  marrying 
and  impregnating  a  16-year-old 
girl  in  Eldorado. 

The  Eldorado  Success  news¬ 
paper  reported  in  May  2004 
that  Jeffs'  flock  was  in  the 
midst  of  a  major  relocation 
from  the  Utah-Arizona  border 
to  this  southwest  Texas  town 
of  2,000,  located  about  250 
miles  west  of  San  Antonio. 

Known  as  the  YFZ  Ranch,  the 
newspaper  said  the  FLDS  pur¬ 
chased  the  property  under  a  shell 
company's  name  and  told  local 
residents  it  would  be  used  as  a

However;  die  Success  reported 
the  morning  of  April  7  that 
Texas'  Child  Protective  Services 
(CPS)  now  acknowledges  relo¬ 
cating  219  residents  -  159  chil¬ 
dren  and  60  adults. 

Anderson  said  he  and  other 
church  members  spent  all  day 
April  4  and  5  shuttling  women 
and  children  from  the  YFZ  ranch 
to  the  Schleicher  County  Civic 
Center  or  First  Church. 

Approximately  100  residents 
were  taken  to  the  civic  center  and 
die  remainder  went  to  die 
church's  fellowship  hall,  the  pas¬ 
tor  said.  They  stayed  at  the  two 


venues  until  noon  on  April  6, 
when  state  authorities  transport¬ 
ed  diem  to  Fort  Concho,  a  histor¬ 
ical  site  in  San  Angelo,  he  said. 


The  old  pioneer  days  fort 
contains  adequate  housing  for 
the  women  and  children, 
Anderson  added. 

In  addition  to  First  Church, 
members  of  Community 
Church  provided  food  and  sent 
members  to  help  with  cooking, 
the  pastor  said,  and  members 
of  First  United  Methodist 
Church  and  Eldorado  Church 
of  Christ  also  played  an  active 
role  in  the  ministry  effort. 

The  churches  were  limited  to 
providing  food  and  shelter;  with 
personal  contact  handled  by  CPS 
staff  members,  Anderson  said. 

"I  think  it  was  for  privacy 
issues,  to  allow  the  women  and 
children  to  feel  comfortable 
[and]  so  they  wouldn't  feel  they 
were  in  a  fishbowl,"  he  pointed 
out  "They  were  obviously  tense 
and  under  stress  but  overall,  I 
was  impressed  with  the  women. 
They  held  up  well  and  showed 
good  parenting."  Although  First 
Church  members  willingly 
stepped  in  to  help,  the  effort 
caused  cancellation  of  the 
church's  Sunday  School  classes. 
Because  of  a  mistaken  belief  that 
Sunday  services  also  wouldn't 
be  held,  their  normal  attendance 
of  140  was  down  about  30  peo¬ 
ple,  Anderson  said. 

This  isn't  the  first  time  the 
Baptist  General  Convention  of 
Texas  church  has  been  in  the 
media  spotlight.  Numerous 
reporters  descended  on  the  town 
after  a  bus  accident  in  Louisiana 
in  October  2003  killed  eight 
senior  adults  who  were  on  a  rust 
Church-sponsored  trip  tohistoric 
sites  across  the  Southeast.
